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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, which is the most pertinent art found, fails to teach and/or fairly suggest the 
instant invention. The closest prior art is US 6,723,162; 6,572,697 and 2003/0205172. 
6,723,162 differs from the instant invention in that the reference fails to teach and/or 
fairly suggest the required density limitation and also the organic fibers utilized have a 
length of from 5 to 20 mm which is clearly outside the limitation found in the instant 
claims. 6,572,697 and 2003/02051 72 fail to teach the length of the fiber addition as well 
as the use of the same fiber amounts as instantly claimed as they teach against adding 
fibers in an amount of less than 4% which is required in the instant claims. Accordingly 
the instant claims are allowable over the art of record.
